The . following is an examirier's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
references differs from the instantly claimed composition recited in claims 45-49, 
because they fails to disclose the use of a lithium salt in an eppxy resin in an amount to 
impart the instantly claimed properties. Furthermore, the references do not appear to 
disclose the required amounts of each of the ihstahtfy claimed components and there is 
no motivation to combine ali of the references cited nor is there mbtivatloh to alter the 
amounts of the components they disclose. ^ 

Thus, it would not have been in the preview of the skilled artisan to produce a 
composition containing a liquid epoxy resin containing ah alkaline earth metal salt in an 
amount to impart the instantly cl a irhed properties in view of any of references cited. 

The references differs from the instantly claimed method rdcited in claims 50-68, 
because they fails to disclose a process which uses a lithium salt in an epoxy resin in an 
amount to in an amount to impart a 15 mil length sample with of the liquid epoxy sample 
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of the liquid epoxy mixture having a cross sectional dimensions of 50 mii by 2 mil 
exhibiting a resistance of less than 100 ohms along the length with a viscosity of 
1 00,000 cps or less. Furthermore, the references do not appear to disclose the 
required amounts of each of the Instantly claimed components and there is no 
motivation to combine all of the references cited nor is there motivation to after the 
amounts of the components they disclose. 

Thus; it would not have been in the preview of the skilled artisan to practice the 
instantly claimed method for making a composition containing a liquid epoxy resin in 
which silver powder is dispersed, an alkaline earth metal salt in an amount to impart the 
instantly claimed properties in view of the references cited.
